Temperatures were mod er­ 
ate, however, an d there was n o 
win d . 
Forecasts were for precipi­ 
tation in Oklahoma an d n orthern 
Tex as tod ay. 
Mean while the section s which felt 
the fury of last week's blizzard , ac­ 
compan ied

temperatures, 
look stock of the loss in lives an d 
d amage to early crops an d fruit. 
The kn own d eath list reached 16 
yesterd ay when the bod y of Boyd 
Ed ward s, seven -year-old Max , Neb., 
school 
boy

Fin d in g of the boy’s bod y culmi­ 
n ated a three-d ay hun t.

Other d eaths attributed to the 
storm in clud ed those of three sheep 
herd ers, on e in W'yomin g an d two 
in New Mex ico.

herd sman , was foun d half a mile 
from his camp wagon . 
His four- 
year-old son an d a d og were safe 
at the camp. 
Un official reports in d icated wid e­ 
spread d amage to fruit trees.

ported frozen . Tran sportation agen ­ 
cies, with the ex ception of bus lin es 
in some section s, were return in g to 
n ormal sched ules.

cuperated in a hospital here tod ay. 
Five perished Frid ay in the battle 
again st hun ger an d freezin g win d s 
in a stalled Summit Hill bus. Bryan 
sought to d rive his compan ion s out 
of lethargy when they d rooped in 
zero cold . 
“My d ad d y will fin d us,” he said . 
His father, H. A.'Un tied t, w'as on e 
of the first to reach the sn owr filled 
machin e. 
Open in g the d oor Un tied t saw two 
child ren lyin g on the floor in the 
fron t of the bus. 
On e of them w’as 
his son , Arlo, 9, an d the other, 
Rosemary 
Miller, 
9, 
d aughter of 
th3 bus d river who lost his life 
w’hen he braved the storm to brin g 
aid . 
Both 
still 
were 
breathin g, 
but 
d ied soon after bein g rushed to a 
ran ch house. 
Un tied t said three bod ies w’^ere 
buried in sn ow^ in the rear of the 
bus. Two win d ows had been broken 
by the child ren in their fright an d 
the flakes had been d riven through 
to fill tw^o-third s of the in terior. 
Carl Miller, 35, the d river, was 
prophetic in his last statemen t to 
the child ren as he left for aid , the 
survivors revealed . 
As he left he 
said : “God bless you child ren , we 
probably will n ever see each other 
again .” 
His 
little 
d aughter w’as 
foun d d yin g shortly after he d e­ 
parted . 
Bryan Un tied t, who in sisted on 
bein g the last to be taken from 
the bus an d then collapsed , apolo­ 
gised after he revived for “slappin g 
the little child ren .” 
“I’m sorry I had to hit them,” 
the boy told his father, 
“But I 
could n ’t make them keep movin g 
an . other way. 
I slapped some of 
them pretty hard an d it mad e them 
mad , so I slapped them again an d 
they tried to fight me. 
When they 
hit me back I d id n ’t min d because 
I kn ew' they were movin g when 
they d id it. 
They would n ’t fight 
very lon g an d I had to slap them 
again .”

It was said at the White House 
that the farm board makes its own 
policies just as the shippin g board 
an d the in terstate commerce com­ 
mission . The board , it w'as said , w'as 
given full pow'er an d respon sibility 
by con gress. 
It has been the view of man y 
high officials in the Hoover ad min ­ 
istration that the stabilization work 
In augurated over a year ago by, the 
farm board had in view the savin g 
of a great may ban ks in the wheat 
belt which would have failed 
if 
w'heat prices con tin ued to d eclin e 
as rapid ly as they had started . 
Man y of these ban ks held loan s 
secured by wheat at prices ran gin g 
aroun d those set by the farm board 
for buyin g the surplus. These ban ks 
n ow have been able to clear these 
loan s an d read just themselves to 
prices on the world wheat market-

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WHY GERMAN FASCISTS? 


Notwithstanding the apparent gains of 
the fascists, Jam es G. McDonald, chair­ 
man of the Foreign Policy Association, 
believes that the Hitlerites will fail in 
their appeal to the country. 
He ex plains 
that German fascism was born in the 
days of “bitter disillusionment and dis­ 
couragement immediately after the w ar.” 
Germans were “shocked by the harsh­ 
ness of the terms of the Treaty of "Ver- 
.sailles,” looking upon “the huge repara­ 
tion demands, the losses 
of 
im portant 
German territory, and the occupation of 
the Rhineland’’ as a gross betrayal. 
The nascent German republic witness­ 
ed increasing demoralization of industry 
and commerce. 
“Tens of thousands of 
ex -officers and 
soldiers 
were 
without 
work or sufficient food. 
Gradually, the 
inflation of the currency destroyed the 
life-time savings of millions of middle- 
class people. 
Disintegration seemed al­ 
most inevitable. 
Hope for reconstruc­ 
tion w aned.” 
It is a traffic story that 
Mr. McDonald tells 
from 
the 
German 
viewpoint. 
It reveals 
the 
reasons for 
green sprouts of fascism and commun­ 
ism. 
Intolerance has reacted against the fol­ 
lowers of Adolph Hitler, Mr. McDonald 
emphasizes. 
“The fascists have been so 
foolhardy as to launch a campaign of in­ 
sult and abuse 
against 
the 
Catholics. 
Chancellor Bruening, himself of the Cath­ 
olic center party, has been quick to profit 
by the fascist mistakes. 
Persuading the 
moderate parties that they must work to­ 
gether to avert the menace of fascism, 
he has put into effect a sweeping pro­ 
gram of economy and financial reform. 
As a result he has inspired confidence 
throughout Germany, and his cabinet is 
today one of the strongest in Europe.” 
In the fall a regime of.fascism in Ger­ 
m any appeared imminent. 
There were 
forecasts that H err Bruening would be 
unable to go forw ard with his necessary 
measures and that Germ any’s financial 
problems, already pressing, would be ag­ 
gravated. 
On the contrary, time has op­ 
erated on the side of the government in 
power. 
H err Bruening has not been de­ 
posed; he has gained prestige. 
Some of 
the economic snarls have been overcome 
and others have been eased. 
The Bruen­ 
ing policy has been just w hat was need­ 
ed to thw art the apparent growth of fas­ 
cism in Germany. 
However, while the seeds qf fascism 
survive there is danger of a new crop. 
H err Hitler continues a man of power 
in the republic and his policy of empha­ 
sizing the wounds of the masses may yet 
produce a tidal wave of Germanized fas­ 
cism over the country. 
Fascism was born 
in discontent and fattened on the same 
fare. 
Opponents of fascism need to be 
watchful of their policies in heading off 
adherents for the political cause foment­ 
ed and directed by Herr Hitler. 
----------------- 


Nor did he get a pig in a poke, for 
many a congressional and military board 
had investigated the islands.

Senator 
Kenyon’s 
committee stated the case: 
“The United 
States did not purchase the Virgin Is­ 
lands as an investment. 
They were pur- 
c ha ^ d 
for 
strategic 
purposes.” 
This 
having been clear to preceding adminis­ 
trations, both republican and democratic, 
Mr. Hoover’s pessimistic and somewhat 
impatient statement seems decidedly out 
of order. 
Certainly it cannot contribute 
to the morale of the islanders in their 
struggle against 
economic 
vicissitudes. 
The president fully realizes our responsi­ 
bility, for he recently removed the islands 
from naval rule and inaugurated civilian 
government. 
“We must do our best to 
assist the inhabitants,” his statem ent con­ 
cludes. 
This is a sounder note for ex e­ 
cutive 
pronouncements 
than 
railing 
against our ill luck in acquiring so im­ 
poverished a dependency.”

An adventure of Capt. Rowiand 
late in life occurred in the gold 
rock country of Canada 20 y ears 
ago w'hen he was lost from his 
party and wandered about for a 
month before he was found by a 
geological survey group.

dent December 14, 19 29 . 
“I’m going to fight this case,” 
Burk e 
declared 
almost 
immedi­ 
ately after he had been brought 
here in a bullet-proof armored car 
from St. Joseph, Mo., to answ'er 
for the slaying of Charles Sk elly, 
a traffic policeman. 
“I’ve already 
engaged a lawyer in St. Joseph and 
another in Chicago to handle the 
case,” he said. 
Ignoring a blinding sleet storm 
thousands of St. Joseph citizens 
crowded before the jail to see the 
return of the notorious gunman, 
W'ho is wanted in Chicago for the 
St. Valentine’s 
day 
massacre of 
seven George “Bugs” Moran gang­ 
sters and for a score of other ma­ 
jor crimes throughout the country. 
There was no demonstration, how*- 
ever, but there was a note of fear 
in Burk e who recalled the threats 
to lynch him at the time of the 
Sk alay k illing. 
Burk e w*as assured later that the 
crow*d had dispersed, and he w*as 
calm when Sk elly’s father, Fred 
Sk alay, and the slain traffic po­ 
liceman’s 
widow',
